NEW GLADS TO GROW 


During the past 100 years much ha« 
transpired in the development of that 
most magnificent of all summer flow­ 
ers, the gladiolus. The most import­ 
ant of the older hybrids which 
was 
developed in 1828 was Gladiolus eol- 
villei. Then in 1837 the famous hor­ 
ticulturist, Louis Van Houtte, origi­ 
nated the 
late 
flowering 
Gladiolus 
gandavensis. 
This 
was 
eventually 
crossed with Gladiolus saundersi and 
supplied the nucleus for the develop­ 
ment of the American group in vogue 
at present. 
Gladiolus primulinus was not 
in­ 
troduced into the United States u*.til 
1908. 
Its grace and 
coloring 
were 
recognized and its value for breeding 
purposes was given due consideration. 
Many outstanding hybrids at present 
have the primulinus blood to 
thank 
for their popularity. 
The gladiolus of today is a fine flow­ 
er for eut-flower 
uses, for effective 
garden displays and 
for 
exhibition 
purposes, but still it can be improved 
materially. Among the newer ‘glads’ 
Minuet approaches perfection 
more 
nearly than any 
other variety. Its 
beautiful shade 
of 
lavender, 
the 
straight spike with well-placed flow­ 
ers, its freedom from disease, 
good 
keeping qualities and excellent repro­ 
ductive ability make it outstanding. 
Among the salmon pinks, 
several 
varieteis vie with one

in 
popularity. 
Mrs. W. H. Phipps 
is 
undoubtedly the most showy, 
with

When Landscaping 


No longer does a home owner make 
actual use of only that part of his 
home grounds on which his house 
otands 
The modern home embraces 
the entire lot, and assigns to every 
Ofuare foot of surface a function, use 
to! or ornamental. 
.^i’he owner who negle ts to develop 
his grounds on this principle not only 
splits his own enjoyment of a prop­ 
erty which has cost him plenty, but 
i&sens its resale value, and why 
should he? Complete planting, accord­ 
ing to a modern plan, may require 
more outlay than lie cares to make in 
ojae year; but it is easily possible to 
spread the expenditure over several 
/ears on a budget system, 
Of course, if one can plant all at 
once, one gets the enjoyment of well- 
planted grounds the sooner. But it is 
aiuch easier to plant part at a time, 
than to build in that way. Hardens 
do not depreciate with years as build­ 
ings do. With intelligent care they 
Urow more valuable, and newer plant­ 
ings quickly mature into perfect har­ 
mony with the old. 
*Df course no planting can be done 
until the grounds are graded and the 
walks established. And there must be 
a definite visualization of the ultimate 
effect. This means a plan, in the mind 
or on paper, and It is safer on paper 
than In the mind. You may be com­ 
petent to make this plan yourself, or 
yon may obtnln help from experts who 
are usually available. 


Think out the successive steps to be 
taken according to the amount which 
can l»e expended each year. Mark out 
your shrub and flower beds and bor­ 
ders and see that they have good soil 
of a proper depth. Then plan the lo^ 
cation of your trees. 
Trees nnd foundation planting may- 
well be planted tlie first year. Tha 
ttees need time to grow, and the foun­ 
dation planting will help your house 
to fit into its surroundings. The lawn 
should be seeded and annuals sown 
the first year. 
The second year you may plant the 
shrubbery masses which are to screen 
objectionable views, and put In the 
evergreens and other accent plants. 
Then shrubbery backgrounds for the 
borders may be planted, and In front 
of them perennials for the permanent 
garden picture. 
latter the architec­ 
tural features can be added as the 
final touch to the garden picture. 
Such a budget program will be 
found full of interest. As tlie planting 
develops, you may acquire a new con­ 
ception of the complete development, 
perhaps, and desire to make changes, 
perhaps additions, to your plan. Do not 
hesitate to do so, for a garden is a 
growing thing. When we stop ehang 
ing it we are apt to lose interest. 
For front line or border planting 
especially, choose few- varieties and 
plant more of them. The results will 
be more pleasing,

To me, the most intriguing gardens 
of all have always been the trim prim 
front dooryards of my grandmother’s 
day, when spring 
came 
first 
and 
awakened the flowers, and where the 
earliest half-chilled bee could be found 
stumbling along the 
daffodils 
and 
poet’s 
narcissus 
and 
bright 
blue 
squills. 
So that 
it was 
natural, when we 
were able to build a home of our own, 
and to plan a garden, that this is just 
the sort we made. 
Our small 
front 
yard, which is twenty feet by thirty- 
five feet, is inclosed by a shoulder- 
high paling fence with a jigsaw top, 
just as my great-grandmother’s was. 
This fills a two-fold purpose, that of 
giving the plants a suitable 
back­ 
ground and a definite boundary, 
two 
very important parts of every flower 
picture, and at the same time lending 
a delightful air of privacy and sepa­ 
rateness to the ground in front of tlm 
house. 
Conch Shells For Edgings 
Our fence, painted a gay cream, 
runs from the two front corners of 
the house to meet the section which 
holds the gate. The space inside 
is 
an oblong, and this is divided into six 
neat rectangular beds, each four feet 
wide and thirteen feet long, 
which 
were dug deeply, and mixed with rot­ 
ted manure. To be really true to form, 
for we planned our little garden 
to 
follow as closely as possible the on< 
my greatgrandmother tended so lov­ 
ingly and so long 
ago, 
these 
beds 
.should have been edged by dwarf box­ 
wood, which would have been 
kept 
closely clipped; but much to my sor­ 
row, we were obliged to forgo this as 
there was some doubt 
whether 
it 
would thrive in our 
section 
of the 
country. 
1 was very much disappointed, tor a 
garden harboring box wears an air of 
friendly invitation even in 
winter, 
when, though the brittle ghosts 
of 
summer’s flowers may be ratling 
in 
the icy wind, the sturdy box beneath 
a crown of sparkling snow still wears 
its summer green. 
However, I began at once to consid­ 
er, just as 
my 
great-grandmothet 
would have done, the best thing 
to 
take its place. 
She lived on a farm, 
so >he would simply have gone down 
to the slaughterhouse and gathering 
up the larger bones 
from 
recently 
killed animals, she would have edged 
her beds with these, for bone edgings 
were commonplace then, and though 


hidden altogether and the garvel a l-!

It soon settled and is excellent 
in ; 
wet weather, for it s e e m s to form

self-drain, and there is never

The garden was such a delightful 
spot, with the beds waiting to receive. 
the flowers, and the paths waiting to i 
be walked on, and the fence, flaunt­ 
ing its fresh coat of paint, enclosing, 
it all 
To my great-grandmother, her lit­ 
tle front garden was an almost sacred 
spot. It was graced only by the aris­ 
tocrats of the flower kingdom. It was 
kept astonishingly free from weeds, 
and almost painfully neat. 
In this 
garden the children were allowed oniy 
as an especial privilege, only honor-i 
ed guests were invited to enter thru 
the front gateway. 
It was customary to carry to church 
each Sunday a “meetin’ ’’flower, gath­ 
ered of course from the sacred front 
garden. 
Concealed 
in 
the 
paper 
wrapped about its 
stem 
could 
be 
found more often than not a sprig o 
southern wood or dill, to be smelled 
assiduously but surreptitiously during 
the dryer spots of the sermon. Then, 
too, a section of the garden was de­ 
voted to the giowing of “meetin’ 
seed. 
These were the seeds of car­ 
away and dill which were carried to 
church in little packages, to be chew­ 
ed to waid off drowsiness and hiccup! 
Such deliciously quaint customs! 
While we planned, of course, to use 
our front garden much more than ou 
great-grandmother used hers, we did 
want it to harbor as 
many 
of 
the 
flowers she grew as possible, so night 
after night my husband and 1 studied 
an old garden book in which were lists 
that grew a hundred years ago. 
Of 
course we found that some of 
the 
old plants had disappeared altogeth­ 
er, but it was surprising to find 
the 
number of lovely

day. 
We started with roses because we 
though these would be hard to tind, 
but roses haven’t changed much af- 
tera 11.

Durable Plants Whose Splendors Survive All 
Adversities, Even Lack of Care 


O n of tho most highly prised How- 
m fanny grandmother’s garden was 
an old rod “piny". Though it was a 
vastly different flower from the mod­ 
em peony of this day, it hsd one out­ 
standing quality for which peonie.4 
everywhere are noted—its perman­ 
ence. There are peony plants bloom­ 
ing today, older than The 
Country 
Gentleman. 
Turn beck the calendar to 1799, and 
out in West Virginia a pioneer plant­ 
ed a root of the old red peony, Offici 


n a i l s rubra, which is reported as still 
blooming in the same location. Ear­ 
lier still, in 1790, on the banks of the 
Mississippi, in what later became the 
State of Illinois, one of the first white 
settlers is said to have planted 
root of this same variety which he had 
sent to 
from his old home 
in 
Germany. Up to s few years ago it 
was etill thriving at the old homestead 
irith the fourth 
generation 
of the 
planter’s family enjoying it. 
At the 1922 show of the American 
Peony Society held in London, On 
tario, there was exhibited a vase of 
the old variety Pragrans cut from a 
plant said to have been put into its 
present place in the garden in 1835.

Anyone familiar with the

it has grace and beauty far beyond 
any other hardy perennial of its size. 
Too, many varieties favor us with an 
exquisite fragrance and among

ity is considered important. 
Their 
natural hardiness is of the 
utmost 
valoe. 
Our present 
varieties 
are 
mostly the result of hybridising with 
the Paeonia albiflora group as 
par­ 
ents. 
Paeon is albiflora is quite different 
from the old red “piny" of Europe. It 
is a native of Northern China and Si­ 
beria and is frequently spoken of as 
the Chiaeee variety. Coming from a 
hind where the climate is very severe, 
this peony brings a rugged constitu­ 
tion the equal of which it found 
in 
very few flowers. 
In our Northwest­ 
ern States, Minnesota, the 
Dakotas 
and Montana, in Saskatchewan 
and 
Manitoba, Canada, peonies have prov­ 
ed Mtisfactory outdoor flowers with 
a minimum of protection. 
They have been known to withstand 
fifty-three degrees below zero 
and, 
exeept for the first winter after plant­ 
ing, seem to need no covering other 
than nature’s blanket of snow. They

■ To me, the most intriguing gardens 
of all have always been the trim prim 
front dooryards of my grandmother’s 
day, when spring came 
first 
and 
awakened the flowers, and where the 
earliest half-chilled bee could be found 
stumbling along the 
daffodils 
and 
poet’s 
narcissus 
and 
bright 
blue 
squills. 
So that it was natural, when we 
were able to build a home of our own, 
and to plan a garden, that this is just 
the sort we made. Our small front 
yard, which is twenty feet by thirty- 
five feet, is inclosed by a shoulder 
high paling fence with a jigsaw top, 
just as my great-grandmother’s was. 
This fills a two-fold purpose, that of 
giving the plants a suitable 
back­ 
ground and a definite boundary, two 
very important parts of every flower 
picture, and at the same time lending 
a delightful air of privacy and sepa 
rate ness to the ground in front of the 
house. 
Conch Shells For Edgings 
Our fence, painted a gay cream, 
runs from the two front corners of 
the house to meet the section which 
holds the gate. The space inside 
an oblong, and this is divided into six 
neat rectangular beds, each four feet 
wide and thirteen feet long, 
which 
were dug deeply, and mixed with rot­ 
ted manure. To be really true to form, 
for we planned our little garden 
to 
follow as closely as possible the ou< 
my greatgrandmother tended so lov­ 
ingly and so long ago, these bed* 
should have been edged by dwarf box­ 
wood, which would have been 
kept 
closely clipped; but much to my sor 
row, we were obliged to forgo this a 
there was some doubt 
whether

would thrive in our section

country. 
I was very much disappointed, for j* 
garden harboring box wears an air of 
friendly invitation even in 
winter, 
when, though the brittle ghosts 
of 
summer's flowers may be ratling 
in 
the icy wind, the sturdy box beneath 
a crown of sparkling snow still wears 
its summer green. 
However, 1 began at once to eonsid 
er, just as 
my 
great-grandmother 
would have done, the best thing 
to 
take its place. She lived on a farm, 
so she would simply have gone down 
to the slaughterhouse and gathering 
up the larger bones 
from 
recently 
killed animals, she would have edged 
her beds with these, for bone edgings 
weie commonplace then, and though 
rather 
ugly 
and 
uncompromising 
when first laid, they were soon mel- 


hldden altogether and the garvel al-lj 
moat reached the top of the bricks. 
It eoon settled and is excellent 
wet weather, for it seems to form 
self-drain, and there is never 
any 
water standing treacherously on the 
surface. The center walk is five feet 
i, three 
feet broader than the 
others which wind in and out among 
the beds. 
The garden was such s delightful 
spot, with the beds waiting to receive | 
the flowers, and the paths waiting to j 
be walked on, end the fence, flaunt­ 
ing its fresh coat of paint, enclosing; 
it all 
To my great-grandmother, her lit-, 
tie front garden was an almost sacred j1 
spot. It was graced only by the aris- i 
tocrats of the flower kingdom. It was j 
kept astonishingly free from weeds, 
and almost painfully neat. 
In this I 
garden the children were allowed only j 
as an especial privilege, only honor-j 
ed guests were invited to enter thruj 
the front gateway. 
It was customary to carry to church j 
each Sunday a “meetin* "flower, gath- j 
ered of course from the sacred front; 
garden. 
Concealed 
in the paper j 
wrapped about its 
stem 
could 
be, 
found more often than not a sprig o' 
southern wood or dill, to be smelled! 
assiduously but surreptitiously during 
the dryer spots of the sermon. Then, 
too, a section of the garden was de­ 
voted to the growing of “meetin’ 
seed. 
These were the seeds of car­ 
away and dill which were carried to 
church in little packages, to be chew­ 
ed to waid off drowsiness and hiccup! 
Such deliciously quaint customs! 
While we planned, of course, to use | 
our front garden much more than ou 
great-grandmother used hers, we did | 
want it to harbor as many of the 
flowers she grew as possible, so night 
after night my husband and I studied 
an old garden book in which were lists 
that grew a hundred years ago.
